Accident Occurred During a Fog Near 


New Haven, Conn.—Several Victim« 
From Philadelphia. 
Twenty-one persons lost their lives 
and forty were 
injured 
when the 
White Mountain express, bound for 
New York, crashed into the rear end 
of the second section of the Bar Har­ 
bor limited, bearing sojourners from 
Maine summer resorts. The wreck oc­ 
curred on the New 
Haven railroad 
just outside New Haven, Conn. 


FailurQ to see a block signal veiled 
in a thick fog is given as the cause 
of the. accident 
by 
Engineer A. B. 
Miller, who says that as soon as he 
realized the danger he did all re could 
to stop the train. 
The brakes would 
not hold on the wet track and the 
train, running down grade, ploughed 
its way through two wooden Pullman 
cars, splintered them to kindling and 
killed or wounded most of the sleeping 
passengers in their berths. The bodies 
of most of the victims were mangled. 


A party of boy campers, sixty-five in 
number, returning from “Camp Cob- 
bossee,” at Monmouth, Me., were in a 
Pullman car which was overturned. 
Two of these boys, William Altschul, 
of Norfolk, Va., and Albert Green, of 
New York, were killed.

The bodies of some of the dead were 
found fifty feet away in the fields. 
Some of the dead and Injured were 
hurried to New Haven, Wallingford 
and Meriden. Many of them were tak­ 
en in trolley cars. 


Both trains were heavily laden with 
returning 
excursionists. 
They 
were 
running 
behind 
time 
through 
the 
heavy fog. 


The Bar Harbor limited had stopped 
In the block, but the last car of the 
long train was just on the edge of the 
block limits. The signals had cleared 
and the express had gotten under a 
slight Headway when the White Moun­ 
tain express came along. The engineer 
of the latter was unable to stop his 
locomotive and 
crashed 
completely 
through two of the sleepers on the Bar 
Harbor train >and knocked the next 
sleeper over the embankment. 


The shock of the collision was so 
terrific that linen and bed clothing 
from the berths In the sleepers was 
swept out of the broken windows and 
carried to the telegraph wires and 
poles nearby, where it still hung when 
the wrecking trains arrived. 


The White Mountain express was 
scarcely scratched by the collision. It 
proceeded 
on its way after a few 
hours delay. 


All the passengers were in their 
berths and in their night clothes, mak­ 
ing identification of the dead difficult. 


The engineer of the White Mountain 
express stuck to his post until the last 
moment and was only slightly hurt. 
The two sleepers which were crushed 
were a mass of splinters a few min­ 
utes after the accident. The locomotive 
ran on top of the wreckage and re­ 
mained almost upright for a consider­ 
able time. 


The collision occurred on a straight 
stretch of track, but the fog was very 
dense at the time1

The machine turned over 
and ilew along upside down for a few 
seconds, when Pegoud

plane and landed.

Incendiary Fire Burns Barn; 


Contents Oestroyed} Loss $800. 


On Sunday night about 11 o’clock, r fire, 
supposed to have been of incendiary orig 
in, partially destroyed the barn, a frame 
structure 25x35 feet,two stories in heigh th, 
and contents, belonging to R. M. Straley, 
Esq , which stood on the corner ot Lough 
and Gobreclit alleys, in the rear of house 
occupied by Mrs. Sadie Smith, of South 
Peters street. 
The store-room aud house 
of Mr. Straley, fronting on Center Square 
are only a short distance away from the 
barn, which belongs to the property. The 
barn was used to store away new and old 
goods, and ^liis and that of every descrip 
tion. 
In the fire, were burned a buggy, 
some lumber, a number of pieces of 
valuable antique furniture, and a large 
♦quantity of Btore goods. 
Mr. Straley’s 
personal loss is in the neighborhood of 
♦300, with no insurance whatever. The 
loss on the building is thought to be about 
$460, with $350 insurance in the Hartley 
Mutual, of York. 
The presence of a tin 
roof confined the flames, and this, with a 
calm night, prevented a serious conflagra 
tion, as there are a number of old sheds 
and stables in that locality. As it was, the 
barn of ex-sheriff Miller caught lire, but 
was outened. 
Neighbors busied them­ 
selves in removing contents from their sta­ 
bles. 
The automobile of C. II. Ilaar was 
hastily removed from a stable, while a hog 
belonging to A. E. Buckminster was tak­ 
en away with difficulty. 
The fire was 
discovered by Mrs. J, L Sheets, who gave 
the alarm immediately. 
J. E. C. Miller, 
Jr., hastened to the engine house and 
rang the bell. 
The firemen responded 
quickly with their apparatus and soon had 
the lire under control. 
By their work, 
they demonstrated an adept ability in 
fighting fires, and New Oxford can feel 
proud of its fire laddies. No doubt, the 
building will be repaired in the near 
future. 
It is generally believed to have 
been set afire, and an effort will be made 
to apprehend the guilty party. 
A man 
was seen to have been sneaking about in 
that locality within an hour before the 
flames burst forth. 
A large crowd of peo­ 
ple collected to viewr the burning build­ 
ing.

A CONCURRENT RESOLUTION. 


Proposing an am endm ent to section three 
of article eight of the Constitution of 
Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. 
Be it resolved by the House 
of Representatives of tho Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania (if the Senate concur), 
T hat the following is proposed as an 
am endm ent to tho Constitution of the

Wonderful Scales That Are Not 
Made of Anything. 


THE LAW OF FALLING BODIES. 


* v 


By Thit, Thankt to Newton and LUb- 
nitr and the Calculus of Differentials* 
the WaiflHt of 8una and Planet* May 
Be Accurately Determined. 


The art of weighing bks expanded 
Into a comprehensive science and can 
no longer bo called a mere a rt 
Scales 
are made of metal, but the set herein 
described Is not made of anything. 
Scales are in hourly use that can 
weigh a pencil mark whoso length is 
one-fourth of an inch; or a section of 
a hair of equal length. 
The usual 
practice in weighing runs from grains, 
ounces, pounds up to tons, usually one 
ton, and then up to fifty or more tons 
In railroad weighing, costing hundreds 
and thousands of dollars. 


But humnus would find it quite diffi 
cult to make scales that would weigh 
millions, billions, trillions, quadrillions, 
qulntlllionH. sextillions, septilllons. oc­ 
tillions and noniillous of tons, or de- 
cillions. 
An instrument able to weigh 
a decillion tons can now be purchased 
for one cent—a pencil The scales are 
not made of metal; instead a set and 
fixed specific speed Is the next to all 
powerful engine used. 
But It Is far 
more easy to run a locomotive or 
steamship without knowing u single 
law of these complex machines than 
to even attempt to use the speed- 
scales without knowing every minute 
detail of every velocity law of mov­ 
ing bodies. 


Let a street car start from rest and 
keep moving faster and faster until Its 
rate of motion is. say, twenty miles 
per hour at the end of one minute. If 
the speed of the car Increased uniform­ 
ly during the entire minute its aver­ 
age speed is ten miles per hour, be­ 
cause It started from rest and in­ 
creased to twenty miles per hour. 
If 
n body moves during one minute at 
twenty miles per hour the distance 
traversed will be speed multiplied by 
time, or twenty miles multiplied by 
one-sixtieth of an hour, or one-third 
of a mile: but the average speed In 
case of the car is ten miles per hour, 
so that tlie distance moved over is half 
as great or one-sixth mile. 
This Is a 
fundamental law of nature and is of 
enormous Importance. 


Law: 
For 
uniformly 
increasing 
speed, starting from rest, the velocity 
increases with the time, but the dis­ 
tance traversed is that moved over by 
the moving body with Its average 
speed, or one-half. 


If measuring the distance fallen 
through by a body let fall at the rig­ 
idly exact beginning of one second of 
time to the rigidly exact end thereof is 
difficult, what shall be said of finding 
how fast it is falling at the end of the 
second. Go try; work from the ages of 
twenty to sixty years daily and you 
will fail. The fact Is, the time required 
to. find the mathematically exact spe­ 
cific speed of a falling body in still air 
was almost that required to measure 
the distance of the nearest star, about 
120 years 


Then Atwood invented his machine, 
and this finally came to some near ap­ 
proach to accuracy. But this Instru­ 
ment of precision fell far short of the 
electrical 
chronographic 
apparatus. 
When all of this very complex mechan­ 
ism is In perfect order it releases the 
ball at the exact beginning of a sec­ 
ond and records the absolute time on 
the cylinder of a chronograph electric­ 
ally and repeats the process at the ab­ 
solute r*"i *r ♦So second so far as hu­ 
man hanu.s are able to do rigidly accu­ 
rate work. 


The moment that those supermen, 
Newton and Liebnltz. discovered that 
mighty !•'■*• or, beside which all else 
human pales Into insignificance—the 
stupendous calculus or differentials— 
every mathematician saw immediately 
that one of nature’s most magnificent 
Jaws was found in falling bodies. And 
then began the relentless and arduous 
self imposed work of more than a bun- 
dred years to find the set specific speed 
** acquired by a falling body at the in­ 
stantaneous and absolutely exact end 
of the first exactly measured second of 
ti1*^» sin op man ap|K?ared. 


The result Is one grand, all potent, 
/Ml powerful mean or average of a cen- 
mr.v of world wide measures, the dia­ 
mond of diamonds, the most valuable 
number in possession of man, the as­ 
tronomical balance: 


Sixteen and one-tenth feet fallen to 
end of the first second: 82.2 feet per 
second speed at end of first second. 


That Is, a body let fall will, under 
the action of the earth's attraction of 
gravitation, fall 10.1 feet during the 
first absolute second of time, and at 
the absolute end of the second will be 
In motion with a velocity of 32.2 feet 
per second 
These numbers constitute 
the most accurate and all powerful 
scales in existence.—Edgar Lucien Lar 
kin in New York American.

which, so to speak, tfiese microscopic 
alterations have pnally become visible 
to the naked eye. 


“It is nothing short of absurd to say 
that a man becomes old, or seulle, or 
incapable of further development or 
incapable of the conception of new 
ideas at, or after, any special or par­ 
ticular age. 
There is no one period 
of life in which we grow, and another 
in which wo decline. 
Both processes 
are going on side by side in every 
part of our body from the day wo 
are born. 
Just as the life of the 
body means the death of certain of 
its cells, so the growth of every pow­ 
er and faculty means the sacrifice 
and the decay of others. Every primi­ 
tive cell of the embryo lays down 
part of its life to become a muscle 
cell, a neurone, a blood corpuscle, or 
a bone cell. 


“The process 
has 
no 
limit, 
any 
more than it has beginnings. 
Life is 
just that, one-third dying th at two- 
thirds may live, whether it be the 
single cell, or the hugest and most 
elaborate body. 
While in such gross 
matters as mere avoirdupois and stat­ 
ure, and the actual horsepower of our 
muscles, we reach a limit, a period 
of what we are pleased to call m a­ 
turity, at a comparatively early age; 
yet in other and more important re­ 
spects we continue to grow and de­ 
velop steadily, to a very much later 
period, fifty-five, sixty and even sev­ 
enty 
years. 
New 
and 
valuable 
achievements, masterpieces in every 
realm of human activity and interest, 
have been 
produced 
hundreds 
of 
times iij every decade, up to and in­ 
cluding the ninth. 


“It is obvious then that there is no 
hard and fast ‘dead line' which can 
possibly be drawn, beyond which no 
further growth, or fresh creative ef­ 
fort, or new enterprise, or improve­ 
ment is possible. 
In fact, by living a 
healthful, active, happy life, and keep­ 
ing up all our Interests, we can grow 
and develop and adjust ourselves, and 
feel that we are growing until we are 
orte day suddenly dead, without ever 
realizing in any distressing or painful 
way that we are growing old at all.

Express Crashes Into Wooden 


Pullmans on Train. 


BRAKES 
FAILED 
TO 
WORK 


Accident Occurred During a Fog Near 


New Haven, Conn.—Several Victim» 
From Philadelphia. 
Twenty-one persons lost their lives 
and forty were 
Injured 
when the 
White Mountain express, bound for 
New York, crashed into the rear end 
of the second section of tbe Bar Har- 
bor limited, bearing sojourners from 
Maine summer resorts. The wreck oc- 
curred on the New Haven 
railroad 
just outside New Haven, Conn. 


Failure to see a block signal veiled 
in a thick fog is given as the cause 
of the. accident 
by 
Engineer A. B. 
Miller, who says that as soon as he 
realized the danger he did all re could 
to slop the train. 
The brakes would 
not hold on the wet track and the 
train, running down grade, ploughed 
Its way through two wooden Pullman 
cars, splintered them to kindling and 
killed or wounded most of the sleeping 
passengers in their berths. The bodies 
of most of the victims were mangled. 


A party of boy campers, sixty-flve in 
number, returning from *'Camp Cob- 
bossee/' at Monmouth, Me., were in a 
Pullman car which was overturned. 
Two of these boys. William Altschul, 
of Norfolk, Va., and Albert Green, of 
New York, were killed.

The bodies of some of the dead were 
found fifty feet away In the 
fields. 
Some of the dead and Injured were 
hurried to New Haven, Walilngford 
and Meriden. Many of them were tak- 
en in trolley cars. 


Both trains were heavily laden with 
returning 
excursionists. 
They 
wer« 
running 
behind 
time 
through 
the 
heavy fog. 


The Bar Harbor limited had stopped 
in the block, but the last car of the 
long train was just on the edge of the 
block limits. The signals had cleared 
and the express had gotten under a 
slight headway when the White Monn- 
tain express came along. The engineer 
of the latter was unable to stop his 
locomotive and 
crashed 
completply 
through two of the sleepers on the Bar 
Harbor train fand knocked the next 
sleeper over the embankment. 


The shock of the collision was so 
terrific that linen and bed clothing 
from the berths in the sleepers was 
swept out of the broken windows and 
carried to the telegraph 
wires and 
poles nearby, where it still hung when 
the wrecking trains arrived. 


The White Mountain express was 
scarcely scratched by the collision. It 
proceeded 
on its way after a few 
hours delay. 


All the passengers were in their 
berths and in their night clothes, mak- 
ing identlfi^Ttion of the dead diflilcult. 


The engineer of the White Mountain 
express stuck to his post until the last 
moment and was only slightly hurt 
The two sleepers which were crush«d 
were a mass of splinters a few min- 
utes after the accident. The locomotive 
ran on top of the wreckage and re- 
mained almost upright for a consider- 
able time. 


Tho collision occurred on a straight 
Ptretcli of track, but the fog was very 
denso at the time 1

Wonderful Scales That Are Not 
Made of Anything. 


THE LAW OF FALLING BODIES. 


By ThI«, Thank» to Newton and Lltb- 


nitz and the Calculus of Difforentialsi 
tha Waight of Suna and Planata May 
l a Acourataly Datermlnad. 


The art of weighing bks expanded 
Into a comprehensive science nnd can 
no longer bo called a mere nrt 
Scales 
are made of metal, but tho set herein 
described Is not made of anything. 
Scales are in hourly uso that can 
weigh a pencil mark whoso length is 
one-fourth of an Inch; or a section of 
a hair of equal length. 
Tho usual 
practicc in -weighing runs from grains, 
ounces, pounds up to tons, usually one 
ton, and then up to iifty or more tons 
in railroad weighing, costing t^ndreds 
and thousands of dollars. 


But humans would And it quite diffi- 
cult to make scales that would weigh 
millions, billions, trillions, quadrillions, 
QulntillionH. sextlllions. septiilions. oc- 
tillions and nonilllons of tons, or dé- 
clinons. 
An instruuuMit able to weigh 
a decillion tons can now be purchased 
for one cent—a pencil. The scales are 
not made of metal; instead a set and 
fixed speclflc speed is the next to all 
powerful engine used. 
But it is far 
more easy to run a locomotive or 
steamship without knowing u single 
law of these complex machines than 
to even attempt 
to use the speed- 
scales without knowing every minute 
detail of every velocity law of mov- 
ing bodies. 


Let a street car start from rest and 
keep moving faster and faster until its 
rate of motion is, say. twenty miles 
per hour at tho end of one minute. 
If 
the speed of the car increased uniform- 
ly during the entire minute its aver- 
age speed is ten miles per hour, be- 
cause it started 
from rest and 
in- 
creased to twenty miles per hour. 
If 
n body moves during one minute at 
twenty miles \)vv hour tho distance 
traversed will be speed multiplied by 
time, or twenty miles multiplied by 
one-sixtioth of an hour, or one-third 
of a mile; hut tho average speed in 
case of the car Is ten miles |)er hour, 
so that tlie distance nïoved over la half 
as great or oni^slxth mile. 
This Is a 
fundamental law of nature and is of 
enormous Importance. 


I,aw: 
For 
uniformly 
increasing 
speed, starting from rest, the velocity 
Increases with tlie time, but the dis- 
tance traversed is that moved over by 
the moving body 
with 
its 
average 
speed, or one-half. 


If 
measuring 
the 
distance 
fallen 
through by a body let fall at the rig- 
idly exact beginning of one second of 
time to the rigidly exact end thereof la 
difficult, what shall be said of finding 
how fast it Is falling at the end of the 
second. Go try: work from the ages of 
twenty to sixty years dally and you 
will fall. The fact Is, tho time required 
to. find the mathomotlcally exact spe- 
cific speed of a falling body in still air 
was almost that required to measure 
the distance of the nearest star, about 
120 years 


Then Atwood invented his machine, 
and this finally came to some near ap- 
proach to accuracy. 
But this Instru- 
ment of precision fell far short of the 
electrical 
chronographic 
apparatus. 
When all of this very complex mechan- 
ism Is In perfect order it releases the 
ball at the exaot beginning of a sec- 
ond nnd records the absolute time on 
the cylinder of a chronograph electric- 
ally and repeats the process at the ab- 
aoluto 
second so far as hu- 


man iianu.s are able to do rigidly accu- 
rate work.

In fact, by living a 
healthful, active, happy life, and keep- 
ing up all our interests, we can grow 
and develop and adjust ourselves, and 
feel that we are growing until we are 
orte day suddenly dead, without ever 
realizing in any distressing or painful 
way that we are growing old at all."
